A strong aentlmcnt pre- 
vails with Iho fjgulrei that some- 
thing should be done to save the coun- 
ty the expense of boarding prisoners, 
but there is a ditl'ercnco of opinion as 
to the wavs and means. Some want 
a work house, whilo others will try to 
ret the court to frame a bill, to bo 
presented by a committee lolho Leg- 
islature for passage, to form all pris- 
oners into a chain gang lo work the 
highways, t ertainly thla is a most 
Important question and tho court 
should devise some eligible means of 
saving our oll'euders from the luxury 
of prison life, 

Another question of equal intcrC't 
is the matter of laying the levy. A 
disposition prevails to retire the coun- 
ty bonds speedily, but some of tho 
'Squires want tho thing tu run its 
i Diii'so. Of course the tax rate w'll 
be high or low as this matter is de- 
termined.

K v., a few weeks ago, are out In an 
addreis lo planters lo restrict their 
acreage to a certain amount par band 
anil call upon fai'moi's association lo 
ucilds their lllflllenM to I Ins selnl 
A number of planter*, with whom 
we have spoken in t lie past few week 
while admitting that a very large 
acreage was probable in their iiniueili 
ate neighborhoods, professed lo have 
information from other neighbor 
hood* that promised a very moderate 
acreage. Yet, allowing for all till', 
(here has been so much seed sown 
anil so many plant beds prepared, 
that If they pro-per even moderately 
well they will furnish an amount of 
plants that will bo astonishing, and 
Hi. temptation to use the plants, 
when they are at I heir disposal, will 
bo so great, especially with the ie- 
raombranoe of hif b prloei obtained 
for a good proportion «f the 1887 crop, 
that it is safe lo say few of (ban will 
be destroyed. 

In Kentucky and Ohio the grealcsl 
danger of overcropping presents It- 
self, Hurley having created such a 
furore that districts that never grew 
il before will try it this yoar, ami I ho 
old district', with the Blue tints* 
section, will in all probabilty show 
an acrcago under Tobacco never be- 
fore equalled by them— uu'.esa plant- 
ers conic to their senses at the eleventh 
boar and show courage anil tortitude 

enough to act iii opposition to their 

preconceived desires. We know it 
is bard for a planter who basobtaiueil 
from seventeen to twenty cents per 
pound— and ■pith the latter price 
was sometimes paid an additional 
bonus of flOJD for ttW a stifall crop — 
for crtipi which the previous year 
would have brought much more than 
one quarter the pricc,to overcome the 
temptation, but they will give the 
slightest consideration to the. eauaei 
that led to the price* of the 1886 ami 
lv>7 crops, they will be convinced ol 
the desirability of a moderate plant- 
in tr in L888. 

Bjf this overcropping the quality of 
a crop is damaged as well as the value 
of it. When there is such anxiety 
to plant a large quantity to sell at the 
anticipated high price, labor In pro-
